PUBLIC SELF-DENIAL ASKED 


Supplies of flour to bakers will 
be reduced next week to four- 
fifths of the 1940 weekly supply. 
Mr. Sean Lemass, in a broad- 
cast speech last night, disclosed that 
in future the Irish mills will produce 
100 per cent. flour. ‘‘We have been 
disappointed,” confessed Mr. Lemass, 
when he go one for public co-opera- 
tion and self-denial in the form of a 
drastic cutting down of consumptior of 
flour and bread. 

“I doubt,” he said, ‘‘if there is any 
satisfactory rationing scheme for flour 
and bread when the deficit in supplies 
is as great as we have to face. At 
best we are going to be 100 days with- 
out flour and bread if we have 100,000 
tons of wheat less than we expected, 
unless we can devige some means of 
spreading out the little we have and 
any additional quantities we can im- 
port.”’ 

Recalling that by advancing the 
extraction from 70 per cent. to per 
cent., and a stocks which had been 
laid in before the outbreak of war, they 
had been able last, year to spread over 
nine months a quantity of wheat which 
normally would have been consumed in 
seven months, the Minister said that, 
in addition, they had to reduce deli- 
veries from the mills by about 10 per 
cent. 


GREAT HOPES 


“We had great hopes in the 1941 
harvest,” he went on. ‘‘ We believed 
that, after providing for’ seed, 290,000 
tons of dried wheat would come~into 
our mills, and that, together with what 
we could import in our own ships, it 
would bain, ' us safely to the next

Commenting on the difficulty of pre- 
paring an equitable rationing scheme in 
which the poor would not be unduly 
restricted, Mr. Lemass said that if any 
reasonable means of avoiding rationing 
could be found they certainly would 
adopt it, but on the principle of pre- 

aring for the worst, arrangements for 
initiating it were being made. It would 
be impossible, however, to bring it 
into operation before May, and they 
could not wait until then before re- 
stricting the use of flour. If the new 
measure proved effective in sufficient

ANOTHER TOWN TAKEN 
IN SMOLENSK AREA 


FTER a short and _ violent 
battle, the Red Army has 
liberated the town of Kresty, in the 
Velizh district of Smolensk, de- 
spatches from the front line dis- 
close, says Associated Press. 
*Velizh is on the. River Dvina, 65 
miles north-west of Smolensk and 45 
miles north-east of the key town of 
Vitebesk, and less than 20 miles from 
the White Russian border. Velizh is 
further west than any place yet named 
in the Russian advance. 

Red Army tank men broke into two 
populated places on the north-western 
front in fierce fighting, the Moscow 
radio broadcast to the Army declared. 
An anti-tank unit launched a sudden 
attack on the flank of the German posi- 
tions and broke into the first town 
killing 250 Germans. Another tank 
unit broke into the second village, 
destroying one tank, 25 motor vehicles 
and: a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition. 


MORE GERMAN TANKS ' 


Striving to stop the Red Army’s 
advance Herr Hitler is throwing in 
tanks he had hoped to keep in reserve 
until his spring offensive, a Reuter 
telegram from Moscow stated last 
night. Sarre to reports from the 
various fronts, the number of engage- 
ments in which German tanks are being 
used is increasing. Supporting the 
infantry, they are trying to open a way 
for them by their fire power, but 
hurriedly withdrawing when they 
meet any stiff counter action, 
On one southern sector on Wednesday 
German. tanks supported two battalions 
of men with Tommy guns who Jaunched 
a sharp attack.

WAR-GUILT TRIALS 
BLUM BLAMES ARMY 


VICHY, Thursday. 


WO former Premiers of France 
—M. Edouard Daladier and M. 
Leon Blum—charged the French 
military chiefs with responsibility 
for their country’s fall when the 
| Riom war-guilt trials opened to-day. 
| Blum vehemently accused General 
Gamelin, ex-Generalissimo of the 
Anglo-French Forces, who ig one of the 
accused’ men, as the person mainly 
responsible, Gamelin, in a preliminary 
statement, declared: his intention, ‘‘1n 
the interest of the country and of the 
Army,”’ ‘to maintain silence at the 
trial. 
With Blum, Daladier and General 
Gamelin there also appeared M. Guy la 
Chambre, Air Minister in Daladier’s 
Government, and the former Controller- 
General of Armaments, M. Robert 
Jacomet.  M. Pierre Cot, Air Minister 
in M. Blum’s Cabinet, who is now in 
the United States, is being tried in 
default. 
The accused men are charged in a

After expressing surprise at Gamelin’s 
decision to observe silence, M. Blum 
said that the accused men now ap- 
_peared before the Court in contradic- 
tion of every principle of justice and 
of human trust, condemned in advance 
by a sentence of the Chief of State 
based on the advice of his political 
counsellors. 

“Were not the mistakes of the High 
Command the determining cause of 
defeat?” Blum asked. ‘‘ We have put 
this quéstion for the past year without 
those. who have conducted the inquiry 
ever having been willing to take it 
into consideration.” Blum then ques- 
tioned the independence of the Court, 
which, he said, ‘is. already relieved of 
its future verdict.”’ But, in spite of 
all, he said, ‘‘ we must take up the 
struggle. We will: bring the whole 
truth to light in the discussions now 
opening.” He expressed astonishment 
at: the absence of M. Reynaud, Premier 
at the time of the collapse, and M. 
Mandel, Minister of the Interior, who 
wanted France fe fight on írom North. 
Africa. This, he said, made it im- 
possible to conduct the Fearn ap in 
the fullest clarity. “It is not the 
trial of France that you want to under- 
taxe.” he said, ‘‘ but that of a régime, 
the Republic,” 


GERMANY BLAMED 


M. Daladier said:—‘‘ Before havin 
any opportunity of defending myself, 
am branded as a warmonger and 
responsible for France’s defeat by the 
Press, the wireless and the Chief of 
State himself. It is Germany who 
first and foremost exacted the trial of 
those supposed to be responsible for 
the war.” He hoped that the trial 
would show when and by whom France 
was betrayed. | 

Twice the President threatened to 
hear the case in camera if M. Daladier 
persisted in accusing Germany. '' When 
the time comes,” Daladier said, “Il 
wili give you figures. But already in 
the decisive year of 1934 France was 
disarming. She continued in 1935, when 
Germany was increasing her own arma- 
ments. In this year the Minister of 
War used only a part of the credits 
voted by Parhament. 

“Who are responsible for our 
defeat ?—our military chiefs! Who had 
the forces at their disposal? Who left 
unused the immense mass of material 
that remained in the rear?—our mili-

He appealed to 
them to try again. 

The jury again retired, and after 
another hour they returned a verdict 
of “ not guilty.” 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy, when 
directing Molloy’s discharge, said that,

he proposed to accept that verdict.

CHINESE HELP 


CHUNGKING, Thursday. — Chinese 
forces are advancing into Thailand to 
relieve Japanese pressure on Kangoon, 
says the Chinese military spokesman.

Railway Reform? 
The Government, by special decree, 
has implemented one of the major 


| recommendations of the Transport 
, Tribunal. 


It has reformed the 
Board of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company, which from now 
onwards will consist of a Govern- 
ment-appointed chairman and four 
directors representing the share- 
holders. The new chairman will be 
Mr. A. P. Reynolds, managing 
director of the Dublin United Trans- 
port Company. Without disrespect 
of any sort to Mr. Reynolds, we 
must admit that the news of his 
appointment has been, to say the 
least of it, surprising; and we have 
no doubt that other eyebrows than 
ours will be lifted, and other brains 
cudgelled, for days to come. Rail- 
way administration always has been 
regarded, rightly or wrongly, as a 
highly specialised form of activity, 
to which a long and detailed 
apprenticeship must be served. Mr. 
Reynolds has served no such 
apprenticeship; whatever knowledge 
he possesses of railway administra- 
tion may have been acquired from 
books, but certainly is not the result 
of experience. .t is indisputable 
that he emerged from the quiet of 
an accountant’s office to become an 
extremely capable, far-sighted and 
ambitious organiser of the city’s 
transport services—which were ten 
years behind the times when he took 
charge, and are thoroughly efficient 
and modern to-day. It is one thing, 
however, to handle the road trans- 
port system of a moderately-sized 
city; it is a very different thing to 
handle the immeasurably more 
complex system of an entire State. 
We wish Mr. Reynolds well. We 
are confident that he will throw him- 
self with abounding energy into the 
problems of his new career; and, 
if he contrives to inject into the 
G.S.R. even one half of the efficiency 
which he has injected into the 
D.U.T.C., his appointment will 
have been a signal success. Yet the 
task before him is one from which 
even the most practised railwayman 
might quail, and his sleep will be 
uneasy for many months to come. 
Much, of course, will depend upon 
his choice of subordinates—for 
energy and vision must be reinforced 
at times by professional experience— 
and here, as we think, he can be 
trusted to choose well. 

Meanwhile, what is happening to 
the Transport Tribunal’s other 
recommendations and proposals? We 
take it that the Government does 
not intend to adopt one element in 
the report, and to forget about the 
rest. Some of the Tribunal’s con- 
tentions would mean a _ drastic 
invasion of private rights: others 
were debatable: one, at least, was 
incontestably wise. The members 
approved the G.S.R.’s proposal that 
rather more than one-third of its 
surviving branch lines should be 
abandoned at the earliest possible 
moment. Can we presume to trace a 
connection between this proposal and 
the appointment of a road transport. 
expert, rather than a railwayman, 
as virtual dictator of the State’s 
transport system? If the railway 
system is pruned of its multitude of 
redundant lines, those lines must be 
replaced by an efficient network of 
road services. Is it possible that 
this is where Mr. Reynolds’s main 
task will lie? We hope that this 
theory is accurate ; for, on any other, 
the re-arrangement of the G.S.R.’s 
directorate would appear to be 
meaningless, and the railways’ 
prospect of prosperity would be as 
remote as ever. The G.S.R. system, 
as it stands to-day, is antiquated. It 
can be brought into line with the 
country’s needs by one means, and 
by one means only—the relent- 
less sacrifice of branch lines, 
and their replacement by rapid 
and regular services of lorries and 
omnibuses. Unless the new direc- 
torate has a mandate to carry on 
with this reform, its appointment 
will be without purpose: it will be 
merely the old directorate under a 
new disguise. At the best, a 
genuine reform of public transport 
in the twenty-six counties must be 
incomplete so long as the two Irish 
Governments decline to seek agree- 
ment on the subject of the Great 
Northern Railway but something, at 
least, can be done—if, we repeat, 
the new directorate of the G.S.R., 
with the very substantial powers 
which have been conferred upon it 
already and have been recommended 
for it in the future, adopts the 
obviously sane policy. Nothing but 
efficiency can justify last night's 
announcement, which represents: a 
first, and a very long, step towards 
the nationalisation of the Irish rail- 
ways.

The 
Government still has’ hopes that 
eighty thousand tons of imported 
wheat may reach this country ; but, 
said the Minister, ‘‘ there is no possi- 
bility whatever of making up for 
those 100,000 tons.’’ Ireland has no 
reserve on which to fall back; but 
from now on the Irish mills will 
produce 100 per cent. of flour. In 
other words, there no longer will be 
any waste at all. Last year, accord- 
ing to the Minister, the Irish people 
consumed one thousand tons of 
wheat every day. As we shall be one 
hundred thousand tons short during 
the coming year, we must look 
forward to a period of one hundred 
days during which we shall have 
neither flour nor bread—a truly 
terrifying prospect. : 

In these circumstances, Mr. 
Lemass informed the public that 
it must reconcile itself to the 
rationing of both bread and 
flour. The Minister admitted that 
he had little. confidence in any 
system of rationing as a means to 
secure a fair distribution; but he 
declared that arrangements already 
were being made for a rationing 
scheme which would:come into force 
next May. In the meanwhile, Mr. 
Lemass expressed the hope that, 
with the co-operation of the con- 
suming public, the people might be 
eble to “struggle through ” until 
the next harvest, when a more satis- 
factory yield from the Irish harvest 
might be expected. 
end a Flour Controller has been 
appointed. This official had ordained 
that, as from next Monday, the 


be reduced to 80 per cent. of a 
1940 deliveries. This decision will 
involve a cut of another 10 per cent.

in conjunction with the saving of 
wheat brought about by the milling 
of 100 per cent. of the available 
supplies, will be equivalent to 
almost half the amount required.

As usual, the poor 
will be the first, and the heaviest, 
sufferers. Those who are placed 
more fortunately must leave nothing 
undone to lighten the burden of 
their less highly-privileged fellow- 
citizens.

FOOD SMUGGLING 


WARNING TO THE NORTH

RABBIT ON HOME FRONT 


The rabbit is playing an important 
art on the home front. Many Irish 
amilies, starting with a pair of breed- 
ing rabbits, are ensuring a regular sup- 
ply of food all the year round. As 
they are fed on crusts, the outside of 
leaves of cabbage and lettuce, dande- 
lions and various wild greens, the cost 
of keeping these prolific little ‘‘dinners 
on four legs’’ is small. The export of 
both carcases and pelts is large and 
increasing. 

A Dublin rabbit club, to give advice 
to new breeders, would be of great 
assistance. Chiefly favoured are the 
‘utility breeds,’ a cross between 
‘‘ Flemish Giant’’ and Belgian hare, 
which are marketed on the Continent 
as the “ Ostend Rabbit.’’ Compact 
in shape and white of flesh, they 
One of the 

ioneer breeders of this stock in Ire- 
and is Mrs. Blackburn, wife of the 
late Warden of St. Columba’s College, 
who imported a Belgian doe and a 
Flemish Giant buck at costs of seven 
and five guineas respectively. Chin- 
chillas—200 of which Ireland exported 
to Norway recently—Beverens, Siamese 
Sables and Jilacs are all “ae ro- 
ducers of both fur, and flesh, and in 
recent years the “ Rex” rabbit has 
moved into this class. 

The owner of some of the pure 
Belgian-Flemish stock suggests that 
boarding-schools and convents, as well 
as private households, should take up 
breeding seriously. She obtains crusts 
and broken bread from a restaurant, 
the outer leaves of vegetables from an 
allotment, and a plentiful supply of 
dandelions from an adjacent waste-lot.

DUBLIN BOARD INQUIRY 


He had never taken unfair advantage 
of a board or official, said Mr. J. 
MacLysaght, Local Government In- 
spector, yesterday when the inquiry 
into the administration of the Dublin 
Board of Assistance was resumed. 

Mr. MacLysaght was replying to Mr. 

Greene, solicitor for the Board, 
who challenged his right to examine 
the Board's minute books which, he 
said, had been done three days before 
the inquiry opened. 

Pike Yanpeoter said that he had every 
right to examine all documents, and he 
knew from experience what documents 
would be required for such an inquiry. 

In reply to Mr. J. MacEnery, Mr. J. 
Corway, Relief Superintendent, said 
that he and his colleagues did their 
best to get the facts and go carefully 
into each application for relief. 

Asked to explain why the amount 
paid in able-bodied relief had increased 
from £54,000 in March, 1939, to 
£73,000 in March, 1940, he said that 
it was due to the numbef going into 
the army and the large number going 
to England. Relief had to be paid to 
the dependants of those in the army 
for a considerable time, until their 
separation allowance was granted, and 
those who went to England sent no 
money home, and often could not be 
traced.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


A Novel Club 


Many clubs have opened their 
doors in Belfast in recent months, 
recalling to me the fact that Ulster 
had a few years ago—and may still 
hate—one club that was unique. 

Its clubrooms were special coaches 
provided by the Bangor and County 
Down Railway, and its members 
were men who travelled daily 
between their homes in Bangor and 
their businesses in Belfast. The 
club was in session every week-day 
as the 8.35 morning train travelled 
from Bangor to the city, and again 
as the 6.20,"’ which gave the club 
its name, went from Belfast to 
Bangor. A duly-elected chairman 
presided, and the members enjoyed 
debates and discussion on matters 
““in the news,” heard informative 
papers read, and otherwise shared 
the. good-fellowship of their mobile 
clubrooms. 

I believe that the formation of the 
club sprang from the difficulty ex- 
perienced by the ‘‘regulars’’ in 
finding seats together in the often 
crowded trains, and was made 
possible by the manager of the line, 
who placed the special coaches at 
the disposal of the club. 

I understand that its members 
formed the nucleus of the now 
influential Bangor Ratepayers’

Stavanger is one of those place- 
names that. ring romantically upon 
the ear.
